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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what is 
meant by the wording in the claim "center decentered with respect to a center..." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Umeno 
(US 5,782,809.) Umeno discloses a catheter for penetrating a stenotic lesion occurred 
in a lumen in a human body, including, a linear wire (col 3 lines 1-5), and a tubular body 
2placed on a distal end side of the wire and allowing a guidewire (col 3 lines 1-5) to be 
inserted through its hollow portion; in which the wire has a metal wire and a covering 
layer composed of a resin (col 1 line 59-65 and col 5 lines 33-47) material covering an 
outside of the metal wire; or in which the wire has a surface layer composed of a 
hydrophilic material (col 5 lines 65 - col 6 lines 5) covering an outer surface of the wire; 
or in which the tubular body includes a plurality of markers 34 each having a 
visualization property arranged in a longitudinal direction (col 10 lines 45-50), or in 
which the tubular body has an inner layer 4 positioned on an inner circumferential side, 
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an outer layer 5 formed on an outer circumferential side of the inner layer, and a 
reinforcing body placed between the inner and the outer layer (col 3 lines 10-11, bonded 
is the reinforcing body); or further including an operation portion 30 placed on a 
proximal end side of the wire, in which the operation portion can be adjusted and fixed 
(30 a and 30b) for its position with respect to the wire or in which the operation portion is 
adhered to the wire (fig 5); or in which the tubular body is placed with its center 
decentered with respect to a center of the wire (fig 5); or in which the wire is connected 
to the tubular body under a condition that a distal end portion of the wire partially 
overlaps with a proximal end portion of the tubular body (fig 2.)
